PORTRAIT PRICE DISPUTED. 



The late Benjamin C. Porter, some 
time before his death, painted a por- 
trait group of Mrs. George J, Gould 
and her two young children, a boy and 
girl, which, owing to his last illness, 
he did not quite complete as to the 
hands of the children. It appears that 
no stipulation was made as to the 
price to be paid for the canvas, and the 
widow and executrix of the lamented 
artist now asks a figure Mr. Gould 
considers excessive. Several writers and 
artists have been asked to express their 
opinion as to the value of the canvas — a 
difficult matter to decide — and negotia- 
tions are still in progress. A settle- 
ment may be reached, so that the mat- 
ter may not get into the courts: The 
canvas — an unusually large one — de- 
picts Mrs. Gould seated in a garden in 
light summer costimie and without a 
hat, the two children standing by. It 
is more freely and loosely handled than 
usual in Porter's work, is charming in 
color, and beautiful in expression. The 
dispute regarding the value of the can- 
vas is one of great interest in art cir- 
cles.

ART JUDGES— NOT ARTISTS. 

The Senate Library Committee has 
favorably reported the bill providing 
for the appointment by the president 
of an Advisory Committee of seven 
members, each to serve four years, to 
advise upon the location of statues 
and monuments in the District of Col-, 
umbia, the models for said works, and 
the artists to be entrusted with their 
execution, with the authorization of an 
annual appropriation of $10,000 for the 
expenses of the Commission. 

The bill has been changed from the 
original one passed by the House, 
in that it increases the appropriation 
from $6,000 to $10,000 and contains the- 
more important alteration "from artists 
of repute" to "well qualified judges of 
fine arts" for members of the commis- 
sion.

THE YERKES PICTURE SALE. 



As far as can be estimated from the 
remarkable totals obtained at the first 
two sessions of the long anticipated 
sale at auction of the pictures owned by 
the late Charles T. Yerkes, the record 
of which will be found elsewhere in our 
columns, the grand total of the picture 
sale alone, which will be known this 
morning, will surprise the art world 
everywhere. There have been many 
misgivings as to the result of this sale, 
coming at the close, as it has, of a dull 
and depresed art season, from the fact 
that it was feared that the poor quality 
and questionable attributions of some 
oif the older pictures would lower the 
ajverage, even if some very high figures 
-v^ere gained by the- few masterpieces 
and some of the finer examples among 
tfie old and modern canvases.

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LONDON LETTER. 



London, March 31, 1910. 
The International Society of Sculp- 
tors, Painters and Gravers, began a 
long tenure of the Grafton Galleries 
with the opening of its 10th annual 
exhibition there April 1. This exhibi- 
tion will be followed on May 21 by a 
repetition of the Society's very suc- 
cessful Fair Women Exhibitions and 
the Council are making, special efforts 
to make it the most interesting of the 
series. Rodin, Besnard, Cottet, La 
Candara and the most distinguished 
Continental artists will be strongly 
represented, and the modern works 
will be leavened by a few examples 
of Goya and other older masters of 
special excellence. This reversion to a 
later season on the part of the Inter- 
national Society will afford Londoners 
an opportunity of viewing simulta- 
neously and comparing representative 
exhibitions of works by artists of the 
academic and non-academic schools. 

Owing to the retirement from busi- 
ness of Mr. Thos. Wallis, a portion 
of the stock from the French Gallery 
in Pall Mall was sold at Christie's re- 
cently. A pastel of *Tanthers Rest- 
ing,'' by the late John M. Swan, was 
bought for £71 by Robert C. Witt, 
Hon. Secretary of the National Art 
Collections Fund. It is understood 
that Mr. Witt will present- the work 
to the National Gallery of British Art 
at Millbank. No works of any special 
importance were included in the sale, 
the highest prices being £262 for a 
little Corot, "Pond near Barbizon with 
a Woman and two Cows"; and £189 
for a watercolor of "Naworth Castle, 
Loading Timber," by the Scottish artist 
Sam Bough, whose drawings are be- 
coming increasingly in demand. For 
the rest the sale only helped to 
emphasize the heavy slump in academic 
paintings of a certain class. For ex- 
ample, John Collier's "Waiting for the 
Accused," shown at the Royal 
Academy in 1891 and supposed by 
some to be a "picture of the year," was 
knocked down on Saturday for £30, 
8s. Linnell's "Flight into. Egypt," 
which twenty years ago fetched £536 
10s, declined to £120. 

Messrs. Shepherd Bros.' Gallery, at 
27 King Street, St. James's, can al- 
ways be entered with confidence by 
the collector and with the certain an- 
ticipation of enlightenment on the part 
of the student. Whereas the majority 
of dealers foster and encourage the 
blind worship of mere names, Messrs. 
Shepherd concentrate their attention! 
on good workmanship and seem far 
happier when they can discover 2.' 
masterpiece by an unknown genius 
than at any opportunity for showing 
a minor work by a m.aster of wide re- 
nown. The caution with which they 
attribute works to any particular 
master is an example, not only to other 
dealers, but to the cataloguers of 
winter exhibitions at the Royal 
Academy and elsewhere. 

Take for example a few works in 
their recently opened Spring Exhibi- 
tion. Here is a splendid ''Portrait of 
a Nobleman" which many a dealer 
would label unhesitatingly Mazo, if not 
Velasquez. Messrs. Shepherd, wiser 
in a fuller knowledge, are content to 
let it pass as "Spanish School." With 
equally admirable restraint a portrait 
of the Countess of Dorset is specified 
as coming onlv from the "Studio of 
Van Dyck." ' Similar modesty is 
shown in attributing loosely to the 
•"French School," a painting^^ of 
scintillating color entitled "Les 
Baigneuses." This work shows re- 
markable affinities to Fantin's allegori- 
cal paintings, yet the pigment seems 
too matured for so modern an origin. 
The lightness of handling, and subtle 



alternation of glazings and scumblings 
has suggested Fragonard to some, 
while Oihers speak tentatively of 
Prudhon and Monticelli. How wise 
of Messrs. Shepherd not to plunge into 
controversial attribution. Labelled 
with any name the painting could not 
be more beautiful. 

If only this courageous attitude was 
more universal, if more people realized 
that it is the painting and not the 
name of tht painter that matters, how 
far more widespread would be true 
connoisseurship, how much more rare 
the sham culture which is mere ar- 
tistic snobbery. 

From the works already enumerated it 
will be seen that Messrs. Shepherd are 
introducing a few Continental paintings 
into their exhibition, but they still devote 
the greater part of their attention to 
works of the early British school.

EXHIBITIONS NOW ON. 



Portraits by Se5miour Thomas. 

S. Seymour Thomas has been show- 
ing in the upper gallery at Knoedler's 
this week eighteen portraits, with only 
two or three exceptions three-quarter 
or full-lengths seated or standing pre- 
sentments of prominent people. The 
artist, who was born in Texas, and who 
went abroad when quite young and 
Studied under Benjamin Constant, has 
been residing in Paris for some years 
past. He is a good draughtsman and 
gets excellent likenesses of the sitters ; 
paints smoothly and strongly and is a 
thoroughly well equipped craftsman. 
Among the best of his works now 
shown are "La Chatelaine — Lady and 
Dog,'' a three-quarter-length standing 



'The Buccaneers," and in this display 
by the canvas entitled "A Head Sea." 
There is beautiful color also in "To 
Leeward," a sea shadowed in the fore- 
ground by a storm cloud with distant 
sunlight effect. Some of the coast 
scenes are painted in a low color key 
with charming grey tones under 
clouded skies. 



Landscapes by Chauncey F. Ryder. 

Chauncey F. Ryder has on exhibition 
at the Macbeth Gallery through April 
13 nineteen of his poetic landscapes, 
with two or three exceptions all painted 
near Connecticut. The artist, a repre- 
sentative collection of whose work is 
now made for the first time in New 
York, spent seven years in Paris, where 
he was represented in every Salon. He 
went to Paris in 1902, where he studied 
under Jean Paul Laurens and Raphael 
Collin, and only recently returned to 
America. Although born in Danbury, 
Connecticut, in 1868, his early art edu- 
cation was gained in Chicago and at 
the Art Institute schools. 

The present display reveals the artist 
as an idyllic painter and his canvases* 
in- subject, treatment and a certain 
dreamy, poetic atmosphere, recall the 
earlier work of Chas. H. Davis^ al- 
though less forceful. He is fond of the I 
quieter moods of nature, paints in a 
low key and gives abundant promise, 
as well as present fulfillment. The best 
of the landscapes are "Nob Hill," which 
has charming sentiment and lovely 
tone and color, 'The Marshes," notable 
for its distance and sentiment, and an 
Italian landscape, "In the Valley of the 
Acssisi." 



East at Arts Club. 

An exhibition of pictures by Alfred 
East, president of the Royal Society of 
British Artists, opened at the National 
Arts Club on Wednesday evening with 
a reception.

Period Furniture and Art Objects. 

Mrs. A. R. Giles, at 59 Clifton Place, 
Brooklyn, has an interesting collection 
of Italian and German Renaissance fur- 
niture, paintings and bric-a-brac. 
Among the Italian pieces of furniture 
are an unusually fine bedstead, with 
carved and painted panels, and gilded 
spiral posts, XV Century table-top, in- 
laid, and a cabinet of olive wood and 
rosewood with panels of tortoise-shell, 
and ornaments of brass fire-gilt. 
^ The German pieces .include an XV 
Century cabinet from the Munich Ca- 
thedral, quaintly carved with the Ausj- 
trian eagle, and another cabinet inlaid 
with different woods, and two "wed- 
ding closets," elaborately carved. The 
smaller articles include a round mirror, 
with heavy carved frame from the 
Royal Castle in .Bavaria, two carved 
corner cupboards, a unique girandole, 
all German; a set of three English 
rose-jars, and some pieces of rare old 
Chinese porcelain and Venetian glass. 
The paintings include a portrait of a 
young woman of the early XIX Cen- 
tury, an Italian Holy Family, and a 
Madonna of the XVI Century from the 
private chapel of an old patrician Ba- 
varian family.

Harpignies and Weiss.

The dis- 
play is more than usually interesting 
and affords a delightful opportunity for

about forty-five, had a Spanish mother, 
and has painted for the last few years 
chiefly in England.

This and the other examples of the 
veteran painter's brush evidence his 
power of composition, his inheritance 
of the traditions of. the Barbizon paint- 
ers and his sympathy with Nature. But

Art at Century Club. 

The exhibition of paintings at the 
Century Club, 7 West 43 St., during the 
past week, with few exceptions, con- 
sisted of pictures loaned for the occa- 
sion, including three interesting exam- 
ples of the work of R. Swain Gifford, 
loaned by Mr. J. W. T. Nichols, "Land- 
scape," "Tupelo," and "Sand Dunes," a 
small canvas, which it is said Mr. Gif- 
ford preferred above all his works, and 
which he borrowed from its owner to 
send to the Chicago World's Fair. Five 
paintings by George Inness, "The 
Brook — Evening," an early work; 
"Windy Day," "Apple Orchard," 
"Noon," and "Large Marine," show dif- 
ferent stages of the artist's work, and 
were loaned by Dr. Charles L. Dana, 
Mr. E. D. Page and Dr. Graham Lusk. 

Among the portraits were two Cop- 
leys loaned by Mr. E. P. Wheeler, a 
life-size bust of a man in uniform, and 
an exquisite small pastel ; two by Hen- 
ry Inman of Samuel Rossiter Betts 
and Martin Van Buren, and a miniature 
on ivory of Napoleon III, by Meis- 
sonier, the head alone finished. A por- 
trait of Edgar S. Van Winkle was by 
Thomas Hicks ; W. H. Lippincott sent 



An interesting picture case came up 
in court here on Monday. Thomas C. 
Wheatley, an artist, sued Frank HoflF- 
rogge, an art dealer, for two pictures 
of a claimed, value of $100, which he 
states disapppred while in Hoflfrogge's 
custody. Wheatley was a pupil of the 
late Thomas C. Lindsay and his tech- 
nique greatly resembles that of Lind- 
say. One of the pictures was admitted- 
ly a copy of Lindsay's "A Snow Scene" 
and the other was in Lindsay's manner 
and inspired, it is admitted, by one of 
his pictures. The pictures were given 
to Hofifrogge to frame, were shown at 
the exhibit of the Cincinnati Art Club, 
of which Wheatley is a member, and 
were then returned to Hoifroege, who 
gave a receipt for them. 

At the expiration of a year, Wheatley 
asked HoflFrogge for the pictures, and 
after being put oif for some time, was 
told that he (Hoifrogge) had been un- 
able to find them. Wheatley testified 
that on a previous occasion he had sold 
a large copy of one of Lindsay's 
"Snowball " pictures to a friend, 
who sent it to Hoflfrogge's, where he 
(Wheatley) saw it, and on examining- 
it closely saw that Lindsay's name had 
been sustituted for his on the canvas. 
Hofifrogge, when asked for an explana- 
tion, said that when the customer had 
failed to return for the canvas he had 
sold it to a woman who had demanded 
the substitution of Lindslay's name for 
Wheatley's on the picture. Hofifrogge 
testified that the pictures were left in 
his custody for years and were lost,, 
that they were only copies, that Wheat- 
ley's estimate of value was inordinate 
and that he was willing to give Wheat- 
ley two genuine Lindsays in exchange 
for them. He admitted that he had sub- 
stituted Lindsay's name for Wheatley's 
on one of the pictures on the demand 
of a buyer.

OBITUARY. 



Seth Morton Vose. 



In the death of Seth Morton Vose on 
Sunday last at his home in Providence, 
R. I., this country lost one of its great- 
est art connoisseurs and oldest art 
dealers. Mr. Vose was also one of the 
oldest business men of Rhode Island, 
having been active since he was nine- 
teen years of age. Mr. Vose, who was 
in his seventy-ninth year, died as a 
result of an operation and complica- 
tions which set in incident to old age. 
He had ben ailing for the past six 
months, but did not suffer acutely until 
recently, Mr. Vose was born in 
Stoughton, Mass., Aug. 5, 1831. His 
parents were Joseph and Deborah 
(Churchill) Vose, both of good old Col- 
onial stock. He came to Providence 
in 1850 and for a short time was with 
his father and brother Jeremiah in the 
shoe business. On March 17, 1850, he 
bought from Ransom Hicks the West- 
minster Art Gallery, established in 



1841, and doing a general art businesss 
at 186 Westminster Street. Mr. Vose 
dealt in paintings, etchings and art ob- 
jects there for many years, and had a 
large exhibition gallery, while he had 
only private exhibition rooms in Bos- 
ton in which were shown high-class 
paintings. He was for many years in 
the Studip Building in Tremont St. 

Mr. Vose began to purchase pictures 
by the Barbizon and Romantic masters 
almost from the first. He had two most 
sympathetic co-workers in the late 
Theodore Robinson and William M. 
Hunt, and his gallery was the rendez- 
vous of the leading art lovers of New 
England — such men as Quincy A. 
Shaw, Peter C. Brookes, Martin Brim- 
mer, Robert Hooper, Thomas Wiggles- 
worth and others, who were the first to 
buy the Barbizon pictures, being ac- 
customed to c^ll and meet there. 

The sons, R. C. and N. M. Voje, 
took the Boston end of their father's 
business and have been in the present 
location at 320 Boylston Street, 
Boston, for the past thirteen years.
